will  be  celebrated  at  the  Interplayers,  747  Beach  Street,  near  Hyde,  in  San 
Francisco,  the  afternoon  of  Sunday,  April  26,   1964. 

A  special  program  of  scenes  from  six  of  his  plays — King  Richard  II, 
Hamlet,  King  Henry  IV,  The  Taming  of  the  Shrew,  Othello,  and  Romeo  and 
Juliet — will  be  given  two  performances,  at  2:30  and  at  5:30  p.m. 

The  second  performance  is  a  benefit  for  KPFA. 

Festivities  will  begin  at  2,  when  the  theater  will  open  for  early-comers  who 
may  wish  to  see  a  lobby  display  of  Shakespeare  memorabilia  and  hear  Eliza- 
bethan music  played  on  the  virginals. 

The  Birthday  Party  itself,  for  those  attending  either  performance  of  the 
program,  will  begin  at  4,  with  ale,  old  English  spiced  tea,  cake,  and  ample  good 
cheer. 

The  entire  occasion  will  be  graced  by  music  of  the  times,  played  and  sung 
by  guitarist,  a  recorder  consort,  soprano,  tenor,  vocal  quartet  and  the  chamber 
choir  of  the  Unitarian  Church  of  Berkeley. 

All  friends  of  the  author  are  cordially  invited  to  attend.  Tickets  are  $2, 
obtainable  at  the  Interplayers  (TU  5-5146)  for  the  first  performance,  and  at 
KPFA-fm    (TH  8-6767)   for  the  second. 

The  Interplayers'  current  production  is  Othello,  Fridays  and  Saturdays  at 
8:30  and  Sundays  at  2.30.

"An  Upstart  Crow, 

beautified  with  our  feathers,  that  with  his  Tygers  heart  wrapt  in  a  Players  hyde, 
supposes  he  is  as  well  able  to  bumbast  out  a  blanke  verse  as  the  best  of  you: 
and  being  an  absolute  Johannes  fac  totum,  is  in  his  owne  conceit  the  onely 
Shake-scene  in  a  Countrie." 

So  wrote  a  jealous  scholar  poet  about  William  Shakespeare  in  the  summer 
of  1592,  when  Shakespeare  was  28.  The  critic  was  Robert  Greene,  who  with  his 
colleagues  had  previously  claimed  a  monopoly  of  the  London  stage.  Their 
proprietary  feelings  were  outraged  by  Shakespeare's  vigorous  participation  both 
as  an  actor  and  as  a  playwright. 

April  23  is  the  400th  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  the  ''upstart  Crow,"  the 
man  some  say  was  the  finest  poet  and  playwright  who  ever  wrote  in  any  lang- 
uage. KPFA  celebrates  the  occasion  with  thirteen  of  his  plays,  and  readings  of 
scenes  and  sonnets.  Here  are  also  the  BBC  series  "The  Living  Shakespeare," 
special  music,  and  reports  on  current  local  productions  of  the  plays. 

Our  deep  appreciation  to  Eric  Vaughn,  whose  advice,  personal  recordings, 
and  special  programs  have  been  crucial  to  the  production  of  this  Folio.

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A  microphone,  like  the  human  ear,  has  certain  reasonable  limits  to  its  proper  func- 
tioning. For  example,  one  can't  raise  a  shout  within  two  inches  of  his  neighbor's  ear 
and  expect  to  be  understood,  and  the  same  is  true  for  a  whisper  at  a  distance  of,  say, 
five  feet.  What  applies  to  the  ear  applies  to  the  microphone  and,  of  the  two,  the  micro- 
phone is  the  more  limited  instrument.  Of  course,  anyone  whose  business  is  broadcasting 
is  expected  to  know  this  about  a  microphone.  It  is  expected  that  he  will  respect  its 
sensitivity  —  so  far  as  dynamic  range  is  concerned. 

But  what  about  those  actions  of  the  broadcaster  that  fall  well  within  the  technical 
limits  of  the  microphone  and  all  the  rest  of  the  broadcast  paraphernalia?  It  is  here 
that  the  analogy  to  the  human  ear  seems  no  longer  to  apply,  because  broadcasters  will 
pour  into  a  microphone  things  which  no  one  in  his  right  mind  would  pour  into  his 
neighbor's  ear  and  expect  to  remain  at  large.  The  microphone  is  approached  with 
respect,  but  all  too  frequently  the  listener  is  regarded  simply  as  the  "target  for  to- 
night" and  broadcasting  becomes  not  a  means  of  communication  but  of  bombardment. 
Yet  all  broadcasters  will  agree  that  if  radio  is  anything  other  than  a  freak  of  nature 
it  is  primarily  a  means  of  communication  —  for  better  or  worse  one  might  add.  And 
if  the  programs  which  a  station  broadcasts  are  to  be  considered  adequate  they  must 
be  able  to  stand  the  ordinary  aesthetic  and  ethical  tests  applicable  to  any  communica- 
tive act. 

Behind  each  of  KPFA's  programs,  both  the  successes  and  the  failures,  is  the  person 
responsible  for  the  program  —  out  of  whose  interests  and  activities  the  program  or- 
iginated. This  includes  the  more  experimental  literary  broadcasts  as  well  as  the  more 
cyberneticized  of  the  public  affairs  discussions.  And  the  deciding  factor  in  putting  any 
of  the  programs  on  the  air  is  that,  in  the  opinion  of  the  individuals  planning  it,  it  is 
worth  sharing,  worth  communicating.  This  is  in  no  way  means  that  every  program  is 
good,  but  it  does  mean  that  a  realistic  judgment  of  a  program  can  be  reached  simply 
because  the  broadcaster-listener  situation  is  one  involving  intentional  communication. 
It  is  when  the  broadcaster,  self-anesthetized  to  the  actual  content  of  his  acts,  approaches 
the  microphone  merely  to  "do  a  job"  that  communication  in  any  personal  sense  is 
made  impossible.
